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Drafted Bill Gives 
U. S. Broad Power 
For Aiding British 


New Legislation Scheduled 


To Reach Congress .By 


Friday; Amendments Of 


Existing Laws Unneeded

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9—A tenta­ 
tive draft of a bill granting the 
government broad powers to lend 
ahlpe, tanka, guns and planes to 
Great Britain and other “democ­ 
racies" has been completed and 
may be ready for congress tomor­ 
row. 
Administration lieutenanta said 
the measure is entirely new legis­ 
lation and does not involve amend­ 
ments to any existing laws, such as 
the neutrality act or the Pittman 
law of last June authorizing assist­ 
ance for Latin • American nations 
engaged In defense programs. 
Whatever the ultimate cost of 
the lease-lend plan — estimate* 
range from $2,000,000,000 to $10,- 
000,000,000 over a period of years— 
the bill aa now drafted will carry 
no sums. one leader said. 
■^Conforms With Budget Statement 
It merely would authorize such 
future appropriations as may be 
required from time to time, he 
added. This conforms with the 
statement In President Roosevelt’s 
Budget message that appropria­ 
tions to pay for the British aid will 
•wait passage of legislation auth­ 
orising them. 
Any outlays would supplement 
the 1941-42 domestic budget sub­ 
mitted yesterday calling for $17,- 
485.528.049. including a tentative 
total of $10,111.314.SOO for defense. 
Additional army and navy requests 
already in prospect promise to 
boost the defense figure to at least 
$12,000,000,000 this session. 
The President indicated the ini­ 
tial amounts needed to finance the 
.ending plan 
will be relatively 
small because Britain 
will 
con­ 
tinue to pay cash for existing or­ 
ders here for some time to come. 
Conference Expected 
Administration leaders are ex­ 
pected ta confer on the leaae-lsnd 
legislation with lit*. Roosevelt —- 
perhaps today — before 
traduc­ 
ing it In congress. 
Senate and house Democratic 
leaders went over a rough outline 
of the bill at separate conferences 
yesterday with Secretaries Mor- 
gsntbau and Hull and departmen­ 
tal legal experts. 
It was learned afterward that 
efforts are being made to com­ 
plete the bill for simultaneous In­ 
troduction in both houses tomor­ 
row. 
Reports that the bill will carry 
very little if any limitation on au­ 
thority to be given the President 
caused 
some opponents to cry 
“blank check”. But administration 
leaders predict it will pass.

‘Anti-Inflation’ Mt?e 
Seen Behind Decline 
In U. S. Bond Market 


Br Tlw A—ctetei Pr*M. 
xx WASHINGTON, Jan. 9 — Secre- 
V * tary of Treasury Morgenthau 
said today the Federal Reserve 
system’s anti • inflation plan bae 
“caused an unwarranted decline in 
the government bond market.” 
Although still refusing to make 
any direct comment on the propos­ 
als the Federal Reserve system ad­ 
vanced Jan. I. the secretary told a 
press conference that “it is a fact, 
and not an opinion, that the decline 
in the prices of government bonds 
started when the Federal Reserve 
statement was made." 
He said he cannot put into fig­ 
ures how much the value of govern­ 
ment bonds has dropped since New 
Year’s, but added that it la not 
aufficient to “disturb" him. 
He described the Federal Re­ 
serve plan, which he repeatedly 
called the “Series statement", as 
a plan to harden or increase in­ 
terest rates, and added, “I don’t 
believe in taking any artificial 
means th harden interest rates." 
When he called the plan the 
“Eccles statement”, he referred to 
Marriner S. Eccles, chairman of 
the Federal Reserve board, with 
whom he has differed in the past. 
One of the first results of the 
government bond market decline, 
Morgenthau predicted, would be to 
force the treasury to Increase in­ 
terest rates on forthcoming securi­ 
ties issues. He said he plans to 
sell $500,000,000 worth of national 
defense notes sometime this month, 
and “probably will have to pay 
more" than the three-fourths of 
I percent interest rate he placed 
on a similar issue last month.

Meanwhile between $5 and 40 
draftees were to be examined this 
afternoon in the Y.M.C.A. by Dr. 
John A. Fraser sad Dr. C. H. Bailey 
for tbe second call Jan 21. Tbirty 
men were examined previously.* 
This city will send 47, Salem 44 
and Liebon 41. District men will 
report at Cleveland. 
Selective service officials in Col­ 
umbus emphasized that the board 
quotas merely were estimates, but 
it was pointed out that in moat 
cases estimates hava stood up 
when the formal call la issued. 
The 2,950 selectees will be as­ 
signed to army units in various sec­ 
tions of the nation.

Problem With Ban On Smoke 


Daytime ‘ Blackouts’ End As New Ordinance Is Enforced 


Requiring Use Of Smokeless Coal Or Stokers 


That Consume All Black Particles

ST. LOUIS. Jan. 9—Smoke—a gloomy goblin that has haunted St. 
Loula for more than a century—Is being chased away by strict enforce­ 
ment of a new law which attacks the evil at tbe furnace door. 
Receiving its first teat this winter, tbe rigid elimination ordinance 
virtually baa purged the air of the “smog” that produced daytime 
"blackouts’, coat an estimated $19.-+

nickname “Soot Louis". 

It requires the 
use of smokeless fuel or mechanical 
firing devices which can burn soft 
coal without blackening the air.

smoke like the weather: a factor 
beyond regulation. 
(Smoke so thick aa to “render it 
necessary to use candles at mid­ 
day" had been recorded by a news­ 
paper bere in 1823. By 1864, the 
blight was recognised by physi­ 
cians a* a health problem. 
In 1936, St. Louis’ annual smoke 
bill, exclusive of the coat of medi­ 
cal treatment for Irritated noaee 
and throats, had mounted to $19,- 
000,000. 
Imperfect Combustion Hit 
This figure, estimated by* the 
Citizens’ Smoke Abatement league, 
included nearly *$5,000,000 prevent­ 
able loss because of imperfect com­ 
bustion of coal; 42,412,000 exces­ 
sive laundry and dry-cleaning bills 
and $1,300,000 extra coat of artifi­ 
cial lighting.

Churchill Stresses Need Of 


Closest Cooperation To

LONDON. Jan. 9—Prime Minis­ 
ter Churchill told a luncheon of 
the Pilgrims here today “it la 
our fervent hope” that Lord Hali­ 
fax. British ambassador to the 
United States, “may prosper In a 
mission as momentous aa any 
that the monarch has entrusted 
to an Englishman in the lifetime 
of the oldest of us here." 
The prime minister asserted it 
is no exaggeration to nay that 
“the whole future of the world 
and 
a civilization 
founded 
on 
Christian ethics” depends on rela­ 
tions 
between Britain and 
the 
United States. 
He said that the identity of pur­ 
pose and persistence of resolve 
prevailing throughout the English- 
speaking world will, more than 
any other fact, “determine the 
way of life open to the genera­ 
tions and perhaps the centuries 
to follow our own.” 
Chance For Sacrifice Cited 
The Pilgrims la an Anglo-Ameri­ 
can organization for the promotion 
of goodwill between the United 
States and the British Empire. 
“If cooperation between the em­ 
pire and the United States were 
to fall," Churchill aatd. “the em­ 
pire might hew its way through 
against the spirit of totalitarian­ 
ism and preserve its life and 
strength for the inevitable renewal 
of the conflict on worst terras 
after an uneasy truce." 
••’’But the chance of setting the 
march af mankind clearly and 
sorely aloes the high road# of 
human progress would ba lost and 
never might return. 
•“We stand— ail of us—upon the 
watchtower* of history and hava 
offered to us tbe glorious oppor­ 
tunity of making the supreme sac­ 
rifices and exertions needed by a 
cause which it may not be Irrever­ 
ent to call sublimer’ 
Churchill 
cried. 
Lauds President Roosevelt 
"I hail it aa a most fortunate 
occurrence that, at this awe-strik­ 
ing climax In world affairs, there 
should stand at the head of the 
American 
republic 
a 
famous 
statesman long versed in the work 
of government, in whose heart 
burns the fire of resistance to ag­ 
gression and oppression " he added 
in a tribute to President Roose­ 
velt. 
“Nor de I rejoice less that thla 
preeminent figure should 
have 
received newly the unprecedented 
honor of being called for a third 
time to lead the American 
de­ 
mocracies." 
. Lord. Halifax said events have 
awakened the United States to 
“the full significance of this strug­ 
gle" and, “remembering the width 
of th* Atlantic and the size of 
th* United States, I ara amazed 
at the rapidity with which that 
awakening bas taken place." 
He aaid Axis failures have 
“echoed 
'round the world 
and 
everywhere bowed heads are be­ 
ing raised again and old hopes 
that died are being reborn, driv­ 
ing out despair." 
Lord Halifax declared the three 
things necessary for victory are 
“A good cause, material strength 
to support It and people with 
spirit not unworthy of it."

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British Pass Tobruk 
On March Into Libya 


30 Bombed Italian Planes Are ‘Found’ 
At Gazala Airport, West Of Base

British desert troops swept beyond Tobruk in the counter-invasion 
into Libya today and R.A.F. headquarters in Cairo reported that 30 
Italian planes, smashed by R.A.F. dive-bombing attacks, hare been 
“found’’ at Gazala airport, 40 miles west of Tobruk. 
It was not Immediately clear whether swift-striking British mech­ 
anized units have reached Gazala. 
or the damaged Fascist aircraft 
merely had been sighted by R.A.F. 
pilot* flying overhead. 
Official reports .from 
London, 
however, aaid British troops are 
operating west of Tobruk, which 
lies 80 miles from the Egyptian 
border. 
Capture of Gazala would mean 
that the British have driven 120 
miles Inside Libya and advanced a 
total of 195 miles from Sidt Bar­ 
a n i—the furthest point, of Fascist 
Marshal Rodolfo Graziani’s inva­ 
sion into Egypt. Bidi Barranl Is 
about 75 miles inside Egypt. 
Following the same plan 
by 
which they reached Bidi Barranl 
and Bardia, the Britiab appear to 
be encircling Tobruk preparatory 
to smashing it with air bomba and 
sheila from land and naval guns. 
The R.A.F. said it can tee on evi­ 
dence of any Italian effort to rein­ 


force the garrison as British pa­ 
trols moved across th* coala I road 
to the weat of Tobruk. 
A communique reported that In 
Ethiopia “patrlota, encouraged by 
support from th# Royal Air Force, 
have compelled the Italians to 
evacuate the poet of Cuba” and 
added that “the patriots now are 
closing around the fleeing Italians." 
Only “restricted” local fighting 
was reported In Albania, but the 
Greek high command announced 
capture of more than 800 Italian 
prisoners and a “whole company of 
mortar*’’. 
On their part, th# Fascists re­ 
ported a heavy bombing assault on 
the Greek port of Salonika “arith 
evident effectiveness" a n d de­ 
clared 
t h a t 
Italian 
warplanes 
strafed Greek troop concentrations 
and bombed bridges and artillery 
on the Albanian battlefront. 


FARMS CALLED 
ON TO ORGANIZE 


Kentuckian Proposes Move 


Before Giving Subsidies 


Bt TK* AiMcisted PNN. 
LOUISVILLE. Jan. 9—-A Ken­ 
tucky fano-leader today called 
upon agriculture to “organize" 
and “demand" that farmers become 
affiliated with "nom* farm organ 
tzatlon” before they could receive 
government AAA subsidies. 
Preaid eat Ben E. Niles of Hen­ 
derson. in an address prepared for 
delivery at the annual Kentucky 
Farm Bureau federation conven­ 
tion, then expressed th* opinion 
that “onr government in its deal­ 
ing with farmers already la com­ 
mitted to this policy in a limited 
way." 
(In Washington, officials of the 
Agriculture Adjustment Adminis­ 
tration aaid Niles’ proposal is th* 
first of Its kind to A* brought 
to their attention). 
Amplifying his statement on the 
government's attitude. Niles cited 
the fact that to receive benefits 
from farm cooperative associations 
—Which he aaid “usually ar* fi­ 
nanced in part by some govern­ 
ment agency"—farmers must pay 
dues to th* cooperative*. 
The federation president also 
urged that argiculture take a 
cut from labor and Industry and 
cease thinking “on an Individualis­ 
tic baals" and observed that “co­ 
operative activities . . . seem to 
be the beacon light pointing the 
way agriculture must go." 
Referring to hie proposal that 
farmers should be organised to re­ 
ceive certain federal benefits, Niles 
made it clear he based it on ac­ 
hievements by organised labor in 
protector union members. 
He 
told the convention: 
“There is one achievement of 
labor I call to your attention. 
Namely, governmental sanction of 
the rule requiring ail applicants 
for jobs in governmental!/ sub­ 
sidized ((munitions) plants 
first 
to become Identified with some 
labor union. 
Farmers Can De It Toe 
“lf laker can have the govern­ 
ment make such a requirement. . .

Guilford Lake FishingTo Open 
June 15; Catch Limit Also Set 


Date Is 15 Days Earlier Than Last Year; Sportsmen 


Restricted To 25 Fish A Day In Inland Waters

COLUMBUS, Jan. 9 — The state conservation commission decided 
Wednesday that fishing could begin at Columbiana county’s Guilford 
lake June 15, which is fifteen days earlier than last year. 
It also set tentatively limits of 25 fish a day for ini&nd waters and 
the Lake Erie fishing district instead of 40 allowed at present and 
reduced from one-fourth of an inch +• 
to one-eighth the minimuih mesh 
on minnow seines and dip nets 
used in Lake Erie. Formal action 
will be taken at the February meet­ 
ing. 
The commission further decided 
to abandon five fish farms and 
divert their personnel to improve­ 
ment of Ohio streams and erosion 
control. 
* 
Small Units To Be Discontinued 
Leaving the Put-in-Bay hatchery 
and seven other fish farms to con­ 
tinue developing fish for planting, 
the small units to be discontinued 
are at Millersport, London, Bucy­ 
rus. Piqua and Defiance. 
Production 
by 
the 
remaining 
farms will be speeded up to com­ 
pensate for the loss from the five, 
a commission spokesman said. 
The move was a result of sports­ 
men’s statements at a public hear­ 
ing yesterday at which it was as­ 
serted the department of conserva­ 
tion and natural resources had “the 
cart before the horse” in planting 
small fish before streams were in 
proper condition to receive them. 
New Land Purchase Appropriated 
The commission also appropri­ 
ated 822,000 for purchase of land 
for a new headwaters lake In 
Brown county. The state highway 
department, the conservation com- 
missinn was told, will build an em­ 


bankment on the 400-acre site and 
the conservation department will 
construct a spillway. 
Plans are 
for a 200-acre lake surrounded by 
200 acres of land. 
To supplement its trapping pro­ 
gram, the division will have 810,000 
appropriated today for purchase of 
rabbits to replace animals killed in 
the recent hunting season. 
The 
shortage is principally in central 
Ohio, the commission was told. 
The division trapped about 10,000 
rabbits last year and planted them 
in 
localities 
where 
they 
were 
needed and also bought 25,000 cot­ 
tontails. 
Trees To Ruminate Erosion 
The commission appropriated 15,- 
000 to buy food-bearing trees and 
shrubs to plant where wild life 
needs them most and where stream 
erosion is greatest.

Conservation Commissioner Don

Be It German Or British, Would Menace America

‘ In God We Trust’ 
' epHERB used to be a time when anyone with an 
- 
ordinary grasp of arithmetic could take the na­ 
tional budget, purse his Ups over the figures and 
pretend to understand how income and outgo were 
going to be matched up to make everything come 
out all right In the end. 
Those days are gone, probably forever. No one 
but a liar or a politician even pretends to be able 
:to encompass the enormity of the budget figures 
that have come Into style. Even the accountants who 
Juggle them habitually leave off the last half doien 
ciphers to save time. 
* 
In short, the idea of understanding public Income 
'and outgo in order to keep track of government 
finance, which was the reason for adopting the 
I budget system In 1921, bas been blown sky-high. 
Z The United States Is having about as much luck 
* explaining the budget as a lawyer explaining an In­ 
su r a n c e policy to a weeping widow. Some things in 
^thla world, like drinking water, have to be taken on 
; faith, and the budget now Is one of them. 
| 
The budget for tbs next fiscal year, explained to 
2congress by President Roosevelt on Wednesday, re­ 
ifie d * national determination to let notblng stand 
;ln the way of preparedness. Hang the expense, says 
* Mr. Roosevelt In effect, a reminder that he former­ 
l y advised congress to hang the expense when ap- 
' prop Hating money for the fight against depression. 


1 
Of all recent chief executives, Mr. Roosevelt la 
.com m itted most firmly to the proposition that free 
* spending will turn the trick, which possibly explains 
tw hy his budget messages leave taxpayers gasping.

As for the figures used to make the new budget 
^.cogent, they line up as follows, with the ciphers left 
•off;

Effect of defense spending ti represented by the 
’.figure 82, which is the number of pennies out of 
|e a c h dollar that will go to buy armament and all 
bother Hems of preparedness for war. It Is the chief 
I reason for the lopsidedness of the budget; ordinary 
, administrative expenses are going to be beld down, 
vand relief spending will be curtailed, though It Is 
; recognized officially that many relief beneficiaries 
never will be separated from the federal payroll 
again. 
By way of furnishing a round figure to Impress 
warmakers, Mr. Roosevelt has supplied $28,000,000,- 
OOO ss the amount of money the United States will 
spend on war preparations alone during a threa­ 
dy ear period starting June 30, 1940. 
Interestlug as these ponderous sums and potent 
ratios are, they represent nothing but guesses. 
^That’s all a budget ever is. The official guess on in­ 
come usually Is too optimistic, of course, and 
Is 
’ the guess on outgo. One year Mr. Roosevelt missed 
tithe deficit by 422 percent, which is about as wrong 
-a s it’s possible to be. 


* 
Perhaps It’s just as well that only a few dauntless 
citizens even try to make sense out of the budget, 
vwhlch no longer bears any relationship to ordinary 
""family finances, lf the full Import of what depres­ 
s io n s , wars and centralized political authority are 
‘ doing to taxpayers ever happened to hit them square­ 
ly between the eyes, they’d yelp, “Awk!” and fall 
i over dead. 


I 
N his opening message to con­ 
gress. the 
President enlarged 
and expanded the essential thesis 
of his only other speech since re­ 
election, 
showing 
more 
clearly 
than in the first one the acute 
danger to this country of a Ger­ 
man victory which would lead to 
Nazi domination of Eurasia and 
Eurafrlca. 
He pointed out the extraordinary 
and unprecedented power complex 
that would be Involved—of popula­ 
tion and resources many times that 
of the entire western hemisphere, 
and of a Nazi-dominated Atlantic 
ocean. 
The observations of the Presi­ 
dent are the A B C of geo-politics, 
naval defense and commercial free- 
dom, obvious to any student of his­ 
tory, 
geography 
aud 
economics. 
They Involve the Issue for which 
we fought the War of Indepen­ 
dence. the War of 1812 and the 
War of 1917. 
They involve the fundamental 
and Inalterable truth that the free­ 
dom of a nation implies not only 
Its freedom to live In Its own way 
on its own soil, but the freedom 
of Its citizens to travel and con­ 
duct their individual or collective 
commerce on equal terms with all 
other nations on the International 
highways of the world; 
namely, 
the oceans and their connecting 
seas. 
No generation of Americans that 
looks beyond Its own comfort and 
convenience to the lives of Its 
children and of Americans yet un­ 
born can avoid the fearful respon­ 
sibility of the issues. 
Were there even no Ideological 
concepts Involved; were the Ger­ 
man struggle for the Immediate 
domination of Europe. Africa, the 
Near-East and the British Empire, 
In collusion with Japan, a mere 
imperialist 
struggle along 
tradi­ 
tional lines so audacious a pro­ 
gram Immediately would Involve 
the relative freedom and power of 
the 
Americas 
and 
the 
United 
States. 
F 
OR, from being the largest sin­ 
gle 
geographically 
contained 
free-trade and organised industrial 
and political area on the planet, 
we should 
become 
a 
relatively 
small nation—relatively small In 
respect to Industry, production and 
military and naval power. 
Even granted that no essential 
differences 
concerning 
ways 
of 
life as expressed in the political, 
economic and social sphere, divided 
us from the Colossus that would 
loom from central Asia to the At­ 
lantic, the pressure of that teein- 
Ingly populated hemisphere would 
be upon this one. 
And 
no 
American government 
which failed to meet the issue 
could hope to justify Its role In 
the grandiose history of the United 
States of America. 
Yes, the issue would be there, 
even presuming the best possible 
outcome, even presuming that the 
new order of the eastern heinie 
phere shared, as the British Em­ 
pire and commonwealth and the 
collective nations of Europe hith­ 
erto have done, almost identical 
social-political 
ideals 
with 
our­ 
selves. 
The issue would be there lf, for 
Instance, Great Britain were the 
aggressor In this war; lf Great 
Britain were attempting to build a 
consolidated, Brltlsh-domlnated em­ 
pire from the British Isles to cen­ 
tral Asia in combination with a 
Japan who hoped to dominate the 
Far East and the Pacific. 
We could argue that historically 
Britain has stood for 
equality of 
trade conditions and freedom of 
the seas, but the Americas could 
not contemplate with equanimity so 
gigantic a consolidation of power 
knowing 
that 
governments 
and 
their policies change, and that so 
titanic 
and monopolistic an area 
sooner or later and 
inexorably 


would come Into conflict with a re­ 
latively small but rich and rela­ 
tively empty and unexploited west­ 
ern hemisphere. 


W 
ERE that the policy of Britain 
yes, of Britain under Church­ 
ill, this column would have been 
no less zealous In Its warnings to 
America than It has been in all the 
years since It began to appear. 
For relations of power, of popu­ 
lation and of wealth between the 
areas of the earth politically con­ 
trolled under single governments 
determine the personal and collec­ 
tive freedom, wealth and happi­ 
ness of the cltlsens of those coun­ 
tries, leaving ideological considera­ 
tions completely out of account. 
Nor do I hesitate to say that 
"freedom often has required blood 
for Us fuel” and will continue to 
require it until that time when the 
human race, adult at last, recog­ 
nizes the new fact of the world, a 
fact 
still 
too 
blinding 
for our 
adolescent minds, that the “have- 
not” era Is over; 
that science, 
technology, the division of labor 
and the rationalization of produc­ 
tion—all products of a relatively 
few minds and all 
products of 
western civilization—make possible 
an era In which freedom is com­ 
patible with ordered cooperation 
and was an anachronism. 
Now, In this crisic, the Issue 
further Immensely 
is 
Intensified 
by the social revolutionary forces 
that seethe openly or beneath the 
surface wherever men live on this 
earth. That, too. the President has 
grasped, and courageously indicat­ 
ed. 
The Nazis spread by the sword 
the greatest revolution in human 
history. And this movement Is the 
more confusing and disastrous, In 
that it combines revolutionary and 
counter-revolutionary forces. 
F 
OR on the one hand, It recog­ 
nizes more clearly than we the 
full implications of the scientific- 
technological 
world 
aud on 
the 
other It wages war and terror upon 
the human values which science 
and technology must serve if they 
are to be liberating and not tyran­ 
nous forces; lf the machine is to 
serve the Man and not vice versa. 
This 
counter-revolution 
seeks, 
not Integration, into a cooperative 
order, but gleichschaltung, subser­ 
vience to an established, Germanic, 
master-race pattern. 
And the political technique by 
which they enforce subservience is 
the technique of the gangster and 
the kidnaper, 
the 
technique 
of 
holding for ransom. 
This makes me doubtful whether 
any Invasion of the United States 
would be necessary for our subjec­ 
tion were we to stand Isolated in a 
Nazi-dominated world. The attempt 
would be made to bring us to our 
knees by economic strangulation, 
blackmail and civil war. 
A gigantic combination dominat­ 
ing the eastern hemisphere and 
controlling the ocean (alts to Asia 
and Europe could, and, on the rec­ 
ord. would, extort internal political 
concessions as the price of trade; 
a market for cotton in exchange 
for the curbing of the press; for 
oil in exchange for the persecution 
of the Jews; for Industrial prod­ 
ucts in return for the removal of 
a government. 
And there would be those lo this 
country who would exchange In­ 
stitutions for w hit would seem, st 
the moment, prosperity and protec­ 
tion against the revolt of millions 
and millions of unemployed. 
This is not going to happen. 
There is a day ahead In which the 
flag of the United States will wave 
highest In this world—the symbol 
of unity with diversity, organiza­ 
tion 
with 
freedom, 
science 
for 
humanity, peace and reason. 
Provided we will It so, plan It 
so. and pay with joy.

•Mr. White had resigned, and under the circum­ 
sta n ce s it was necessary to believe he resigned be­ 
c a u s e the Committee to Defend America by Aiding 
‘the Allies should do one thing and some others, In­ 
cluding LaGuardia, thought it should do another. 
Moral: If It’s necessary to have a widely-known, 
Jiame for chairman, pick the name only and have 
th e name copyrighted.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT'S mee- 
* 
sage to congrees at the begin­ 
ning of 1941 was one of many times 
In the nation’s history when high 
tension created special interest in 
tho chief executive’s 
pronounce­ 
ments. 
The Constitution says: "He (the 
president) shall from time to time 
give to the congress Information 
on the state of the union and rec­ 
ommend to Its consideration such 
measures as he shall Judge neces­ 
sary expedient.” 
Styles change In the annual mes­ 
sage to congress. Washington, al­ 
though he hated public speaking, 
spoke hts first message, very short, 
to a Joint session 
of tho two 
houses. 
He added a special Interpolation 
on revenues addressed to the house 
of representatives, charged under 
' tho Constitution with originaUag 
revenue bills. Then the senate and 
tho house each addressed to tho 
president 
a 
reply 
covering 
the 
points he had raised and Washing­ 
ton briefly acknowledged the re­ 
plies. 
Jefferson initiated the practice, 
followed . until Wilson, of sending 
tho annual messago In writing. 
He gave as his reason the fact 
that the Capitol was still unfin­ 
ished, so that it would be Incon­ 
venient for the two houses to meet 
in Joint session; but the reel rea­ 
son was probably that Jefferson 
was poor at speaking in public and 
disliked it almost as heartily as did 
Washington. 
B 
IT by bit the annual messages 
became lengthy. The practice 
grew of citing the relations of 
tho United States with virtually 
every country in the world. For 
Instance, Taft solemnly cited the 
presence of the American

new king of Slam — explained a 
private claim against Chile — an­ 
nounced that a contract had been 
signed with a sculptor for a statue 
of Von Steuben to be presented 
to Germany — mentioned that in­ 
ternal conditions in Persia were 
unsettled. 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 
breathed 
some life into the dry bonee. His 
annual messages were really soci­ 
ological and economic tracts, dis­ 
cussing the rights and duties of 
labor; the difference between good 
and bad big business; the dangers 
of a small birth rate; the Negro 
problem; the fallacy of pacifism. 
His last annual message would 


fill perhaps 50 pages of average­ 
sized 
type 
in 
an 
average-sized 
book. 
The vigorous writing style of 
the first Roosevelt made his long 
messages highly readable. One of 
bls 
favorite cartoons showed 
a 
farmer 
poring over the annual 
message by the light of a kerosene 
lamp. The days of radio were still 
In the future. 


\\ 
TILSON, an eloquent and prac­ 
ticed orator, resurrected the 
custom of addressing congress in 
person. That made the annual mes­ 
sages short again—Wilson’s first 
annual messge was only one-ninth 
as long as Taft’s last. Also Wilson 
believed that the annual message 
should hit only the high spots, 
leaving 
specialized 
problems 
to 
later special messages, a concept 


shared by Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
bis first Democratic successor. 
The annual messages of Harding. 
Coolidge and Hoover — some of 
them oral, some written — were 
somewhat 
longer than 
those of 
Wilson, 
but 
still 
much 
shorter 
than those of Taft and Roosevelt. 
For one 
thing, 
the budget sys­ 
tem had been adopted and finan­ 
cial problems were reserved to the 
annual budget meesage. 
Wilson’s 
last annual message, 
following his defeat on the League 
of Nations, was a confession of 
faith, "the faith in which I was 
bred and which it is my solemn 
purpose to stand by until my last 
fighting day.” 
President 
Roose­ 
velt’s annual message of 1936 was 
really a political document looking 
forward to the elections of that 
year.

CHUNGKING.

Sun FO, chairman of the legis­ 
lative 
Yuan, believes that state 
control of all foodstuffs is the only 
solution 
to problems of China’s 
wartime economy. 
In a speech before the legisla­ 
tive body be declared that since the 
government had mobilized 5.000,000 
men to fight Japan, it should not 
hesltste to use a "big stick” to 
suppress profiteering. 
Dr. Sun, son of Sun Yst-sen. 
father of the Chinese republic dis­ 
agreed with those who insisted it 
would be difficult to employ a large 
number of public functionaries and 
set up machinery for food control 
and at the same time prevent offi­ 
cial corruption. 
"The government enforced con­ 
scription,” he declared. "There has 
been 
corruption 
in 
conscription, 
too. but we can not give up the 
conscription program merely be­ 
cause a few officials are dishonest. 
"If we give up conscription we 
will have to give up resistance. If 
we successfully mobilized, trained 
and equipped 5.000.000 men against 
the Japanese we should be able to 
mobilise one or two hundred thou­ 
sand men to set up a program of 
nationalization of foodstuffs.” 
D 
R. Sun admitted that the rise of 
• commodity and food prices is 
natural in any country at war and 
reviewed prices in Chins during 
the first three and one-half years 
of the conflict. He said these prices 
rose logically and moderately due 
to dislocation of communications.

higher cost of transportation, in­ 
flux of the population to the inter­ 
ior and a certain shortage of some 
commodities. 
Dr. Sun, however, contended that 
prices during the last six months 
soared primarily due to unscrupu­ 
lous elements. Including landlords, 
the gentry, commercial profiteers 
and "out-of-date" war lords, “who 
must be suppressed if the country 
Is determined to continue its strug­ 
gle for statehood. 
"If public utilities are controlled 
by the state In China and abroad 
why should commodities and food

R Sun then proposed a solution 
of the Szechwan rice problem, 
In which the government would re­ 
quire the landlords and farmers to 
psy taxes partly in rice instead of 
currency. In addition, the govern­ 
ment would purchase and sell rice. 
The chairman of the executive 
yuan said his plan would mobil­ 
ise extra Income from the land and 
put It back Into the national treas­ 
ury. and would force landlords and 
farmers to deposit their savings 
which otherwise would remain as 
Idle capital. The scheme, he said. 
also would encourage lessened cir­ 
culation of notes. 
Dr. Sun said the program might 
seem revolutionary but pointed out 
that revolutionary food control has 
been successfully enforced In So­ 
viet 
Russia, 
while 
China's 
cur­ 
rency reform had been accomplish­ 
ed by equally radical means.

The box office returns prove that. 
The things we 
used to think were all wrong must be all right be­ 
cause we hear no protests from those wre believe 
know more about right and wrong than we do. 


t i TE hear few bleats from ministers of the gospel. 
No squeaks from the minions of the law. 
No 
beefs from organizations devoted to the protection 
of public morals. 
Surely these agencies would he 
all a-dither lf what the public wants Is not the thing 
It should have. 
Imagine how far back in the corn 
we were when we let out that yip some months ago. 
We suppose we were clinging too steadfastly to 
the teachings of Miss Silks.

1864, a year before 
the Civil w ar was ended, a 
Columbiana county man residing 
near Calcutta, w rote a book. It 
was 
an 
outstanding 
volume 
of 
251 pages and qualified as one of 
the pertinent 
books 
w ritten 
of 
the Rebellion of the 60's. It was 
unusual because its author, 'though 
a northern man, had the rare ex­ 
perience of being conscripted into 
the Confederate arm y. 
This book was widely known 
In its day as “The Yankee Con­ 
script,” or "Eighteen Months in 
Dixie” and was w ritten by George 
Adams Fisher, a cousin of the 
late William Fisher, father of San­ 
ford E. Fisher of Pleasant Heights. 
It was published by J. W. Dough- 
aday, a prom inent publisher of 
Philadelphia. 
An 
introduction 
to 
the 
work 
was w ritten by Rev. William Dick­ 
son. a prom inent m inister of St. 
Clair township, who said th at the 
book "gave added proof of the 
barbarities of the South.” He also 
mentioned a sim ilar book, ‘‘Daring 
and Suffering.” w ritten by Rev. 
William Pittenger, a relative of 
William 
P ittenger 
of 
Pleasant 
Heights. 
When he wrote his book George 
Fisher 
was 
29 
years 
old. 
His 
father was Paul Fisher and bis 
mother was the form er M argaret 
Souder. 'H e was the grandson of 
Paul Fisher, a Revolutionary war 
soldier. 
Because of delicate health, Mr.

Tips On How 
To Keep Well 


By LOGAN CLENDENING M. D. 


Today's students find heavy 
load in demands on their eyes. 
THE average school child must 
read IS times as much today 
as in 1900: the amount of reading 
the college student bas to encoun­ 
ter is five time as much as in the 
previous period. 
The questionnaires on current 
events so often published in maga- 
slnes indicate that for a modern 
business man or club woman to 
keep abreast of the times requires 
an enormous amount of reading 
time—newspapers, magazines and 
books are all bigger and more 
numerous. 
For a long time oral reading re­ 
ceived the chief emphasis in the 
primary grades. Now silent read­ 
ing has to a considerable extent 
taken its place. 
It is difficult for teachers to es­ 
timate how efficient this silent 
reading is. The year book commit­ 
tee on reading recommends specif­ 
ic periods for guidance in read­ 
ing. No one knows how many stu­ 
dents get into the higher grades 
handicapped by a fundamental in 
ability to do efficient reading. 
No figures are available concern­ 
ing the increase in the number of 
college failures due to reading dis­ 
ability. 
New Instruments 
Two new Instruments have been 
developed — one which aids in 
measuring accurately 
r e a d i n g 
ability (the ophthalm-o-graph) and 
one which corrects and trains read­ 
ing habits (the metron-o-scope). 
A brief description of what hap­ 
pens when you read will simplify 
an explanation of the two instru­ 
ments. Normal eyes read in a 
series of swift Jerks, pausing at 
intervals 
(scientists 
call 
these 
pauses fixations) to focus on a 
word 
or group of words. The 
amount of print recognized in a 
single fixation is termed the span 
of recognition. 
If you are an efficient reader, 
there will be relatively few fixa­ 
tions—the average being eight to 
a IO-word sentence. An inefficient 
reader will have many more, and 
in addition will generally retrace 
in his reading (called regressions) 
to understand what has been read. 
The ophthalm-o-graph is a port­ 
able, double-barreled moving pic­ 
ture 
com era which 
photographs 
light reflected from the eyes as one 
reads. The resultant film or read­ 
ing graph reveals upon analysis 
the subject’s reading habits, such 
as reading speed, fixations, span 
of recognition, and other data. 
The reader’! comprehension is 
also checked in the usual way by 
questions based on the reading 
material. 
By 
comparison 
with 
reading standards, it can then be 
determined 
how 
efficiently 
the 
subject reads. 
The Metron-O-Bcope 
The 
metron-o-scope 
has three 
shutters in front which open and 
close in sequence, exposing a third 
of a line of words printed on a 
reading roll which unfolds in the 
same manner as a player-plano 
roll. 
The subject is thereby forced 
to read correctly, for the operation 
of the machine will not permit him 
to pause excessively long or to re­ 
trace in his reading. In addition, 
the roll can be speeded up, teach­ 
ing him by degrees to increase his 
reading speed. 
Undoubtedly reading puts more 
of a strain on the eyes than the 
cinema. With the increased de­ 
mands for intelligent reading, and 
the poor old human eye remaining 
the same, there la an imperative 
demand for the movie and the 
radio to assume the obligation of 
being more educational and more 
adult
